Rev. Don Emerson Hall, pastor of 
the church, said disposition of the 
cross has not been determined, but 
that it may be placed in a pioneer 
relics room planned at the new 
structure. 

TO HOUSE RELICS 

This room will contain some sal- 
vage from the old buildings, in- 
cluding tife pew once used by Sen- 
ator Leland Stanford and his family. 

The cross was placed about four 
years ago, replacing the original ball 
ornament that had rested atop the 
steple some 75 years, Mr. Hall said. 


Planning Board 
Holds Hearing 
On Master Plan 


The Menlo Park planning com- 
mission Monday night voted to re- 
turn the city’s master plan to the 
city council for final passage and 
adoption after approving one a- 
mendment, rejecting a second, and 
holding another part of the plan 
for further study. 

Held for study was the section 
dealing with parking lots and alleys 
south of Santa Cruz avenue.

REJECT PROPOSAL 

Planning commissioners rejected 
the proposal of the city council that 
an alley, to connect Nealon Park to 
Roble avenue, be moved 200 feet 
east of the original proposed loca- 
tion, when further study of the lots 
in the area showed that doing so 
would result in an “undersized” lot.

Hillview School 
Speedup Sought 


Trustees of the Menlo Park ele- 
mentary school district Monday 
night urged completion of the four- 
room addition at Hillview school and 
directed Superintendent Mel Hom- 
feld to find quarters for two addi- 
tional double classes which may 
have to be formed. 

The action was taken after Hom- 
feld reported that first-day enroll- 
ment in the district stood at 1129 
pupils and that approximately 60 
more children are expected before 
classes are completed. 

“Opening day enrollment showed 
an increase of about 150 more pupils 
than at the close of last year,” 
Homfeld told the trustees. “A total 
of 340 of this year’s pupils have 
never been in Menlo Park schools 
before, indicating the heavy popu- 
lation influx here in the past few 
months.” 


There are four classes in double 
sessions at the present time, he 
said. The board directed Homfeld to 
find suitable quarters for two ad- 
ditional classes which will have to 
be formed if the anticipated increase 
in enrollment takes place. 

The board also directed a letter 
sent to contractor Julian Basin, 
builder of the four-classroom ad- 
dition now under construction at 
Hillview school reminding him that 
about 100 of the 150 days allowed for 
the project have expired and urg- 
ing him to expedite the new rooms.

Cornelius Maloney 
Succumbs in MP 


Cornelius E. Maloney, a lifetime 
resident of Menlo Park, died last 
week following a short illness. He 
was 71, 

Death was unexpected and oc- 
curred Thursday evening at Mal- 
oney’s home, 188 Felton drive.

Some discussion has developed re- 
cently as a result of the proposed 
Felton Gables assessment district 
(now defunct) as to the city’s policy 
with respect to street maintenance. 

For about six years it has been 
the policy of the city to spread our 
street maintenance money evenly 
throughout the city, scheduling a 
complete resurfacing for each street 
about once every seven years. Some 
city streets were put in before the 
city was incorporated or before the 
master plan for street improvements 
was adopted. 

Many of these streets were sub- 
standard, but a large proportion 
like Roble, Menlo, a portion of 
University drive, Oak Grove, Fre- 
mont and numerous others have 
been reconstructed according to 
city standards through assessment 
districts approved by the abutting 
property owners. 

Some of the streets were sub- 
standard only as to surfacing, such 
as Stanford Park, and these we have 
been able to resurface as part of the 
city maintenance program. Still 
others have an inadequate base and 
our maintenance is limited neces- 
sarily to patchwork which only slows 
down the deterioration. 

The city’s funds for street main- 
tenance come from three sources: 
Gasoline taxes from the State, traf- 
fic fines and general taxation. Our 
maintenance budget this year is 
$51,259, including $9,500 for a new 
sweeper and $2,650 for other equip- 
ment. Gasoline tax money is esti- 
mated to cover $10,000 of this bud- 
get, and traffic fines $12,000, leav- 
ing $29,259 fror: general taxes. 

The city also has money for 
street construction, reconstruction 
and traffic signals, but expendi- 
tures are limited to “streets of 
major importance”. This money 
consists of % of 1 cent of the state 
gasoline tax, which is divided a- 
mong the cities of the state in pro- 
portion to population. Projects 
with this money must be approved 
by the state and must be located 
on such major thoroughfares as 
Santa Cruz avenue, Bay road, Ra- 
venswoed avenue, Middle avenue, 
etc. 

The maintenance gasoline tax 
money mentioned above consists of 
% of 1 cent of the tax also distrib- 
uted to cities in proportion to pop- 
ulation. We have budgeted $10,000 
for maintenance from this source 
this year, but the change in ap- 
portionment resulting from our 1950 
census will give us actually about 
$12,828. Our gas tax funds for major 
street reconstruction will total about 
$19,242 this year, and are not in- 
cluded in the ordinary street de- 
partment budget. 

Under state law, traffic fines must 
be used for street maintenance. As 
noted above it is anticipated that 
$12,000 will be available from this 
source based upon past experience. 

The street department consists of 
five regular men and two additional 
laborers during six months when 
weather permits resurfacing oper- 
ations. Salaries and wages are bud- 
geted at $22,650 this year, paving 

materials at $10,000, and vehicle op- 
eration and maintenance at $3,000.

Care Is Urged 
In Designating 
Beneficiaries 


Veterans should make sure they 


have “covered all the bases” in con- 
nection with their national service 
or U. S. government life insurance 
policies, according to Floyd D. Gran- 
ger, veterans service officer, San 
Mateo county. 


He pointed out that the proceeds 


of these policies are exempt from 
probate costs, creditor’s claims, etc., 
cnly as long as they retain their 
identity as life insurance. A little 
attention to the wording of the ben- 
eficiary designation will assure full 
protection in this respect. 


For example, Granger said, a 
married veteran who designates 
only his wife as beneficiary is tak- 
ing the chance of depriving his 
children, including those who may 
be born in years to come, of the 
full value of the proceeds of his 
policy. 

If the wife dies before the proceeds 


have been fully paid to her, any bal- 
ance must be paid to the veteran’s 
estate and is subject to court costs, 
taxes, and other fees just like any 
other property owned by him. It 
would also necessitate another pro- 
bate of the veteran’s estate months 
or even years after his death. 


There are several types of con- 


tingent beneficiary designations 
available for use, including multiple 
principal beneficiary, beneficiary- 
trustees, etc., which veterans may 
select to guard against this eventu- 
ality.

Your Social Security 


Benefits Paid 
To Dependents 
Are Increased 


Editor’s note: This is the last in 
a series of three articles prepared 
by the federal security agency on 
the new social security act signed 
by President Truman Aug. 28. The 
articles explain changes in old-age 
and survivors’ insurance. 

The amount of the benefit paid to 
dependent parents (in cases where 
the parent was dependent on a de- 
ceased worker and where no widow 
or child can be entitled to benefits) 
has been raised from half the work- 
cr’s benefit to three-fourths. 

The monthly benefit for the first 
child, in the case of a deceased wage 
earner, also has been raised from 
half to three-fourths of the work- 
er’s benefits. 

The benefits will continue to be 
paid for in the same way—by pay- 
roll taxes on the workers and em- 
ployers involved—but since self-em- 
ployed as well as employed persons 


are now covered, a new way of col- 2 


lecting part of the taxes was called 
for. 
ON INCOME TAX 

Self-employed persons will report 
their annual earnings and pay their 
special social security tax (2% per 
cent to start with) when they make 
their income tax returns at the end 
of each year. 

Present tax rates will more than 
pay for the increased benefits at 
first, but higher contributions will 
be necessary aS more people retire, 
or die. The law provides that em- 
ployee and employer will pay 1% per 
cent of pay rolls through 1953, 2 per 
cent until the end of 1959, 2% per 
cent until the end of 1964, 3 per cent 
until the end of 1969, and 3% per 
cent thereafter. 

Only the first $3,600 of wages in 
a year will be taxed. This represents 
an increase from the $3,00 wage base 
which has been in effect since 1937. 
NEW RATES 

Self-employed people, who are in 
effect both employe and employer, 
will pay 2% per cent through 1953, 
2 per cent until the end of 1959, 3% 
per cent until the end of 1964, 4% 
per cent until the end of 1969, and 
4% per cent thereafter, on the first 
$3,600 of net self-employment in- 
come per year. 

The new law gives wage credits 
of $160 a month toward old-age and 
survivors benefits for military serv- 
ice in World War I. These wages 
are to be used in computing all 
monthly benefits payable on thé 
basis of veterans’ wage records after 
1949, whether the veteran died in 
service or after discharge, and re- 
gardless of whether pension or com- 
pensation is paid by the veterans ad- 
ministration. 

INCLUDES DOMESTICS 

Included in the social security 
program for the first time, and un- 
der special conditions, are household 
workers regularly employed in pri- 
vate hornes. Household workers, in- 
cluding maids, cooks, laundresses, 
practical nurses, gardeners, chauf- 
feurs, etc., will receive credit on§ 
for their cash wages, and will not 
be covered by the law at all unless 
they are employed 24 days or more 
and their cash wages are over $50 
in a calendar quarter. 

Regular farm workers including 
heusehold workers in farm homes, 
wil) be covered by social security 
beginning in January. To be affect- 
ed, the worker must be employed by 
one farm operator for a period of 
nct less than five months and those 
months must fall within two calen- 
dar quarters. > 

After full three months employ- 
ment in the first quarter, the em- 
ploye must work for the same em- 
ployer in the.second quarter not less 
than 30 days witla cash wages of at 
least $50 for wor’k in that quareer. 
This bars occasional or seasonal 
farm workers aq itinerant harvest- 
ers from coverage under the new 
social security law.

Now that we've celebrated three 
years of centennials and have just 
splurged in California’s birthday 
week, we ought to be well briefed 
on state history and geography. But 
just listen some day, on a train or 
a bus or at some of the fall cele- 
brations; you hear the most amusing 
boners when residents are interpret- 
ing for visiting cousins. 

No, “El Camino” really has noth- 
ing to do with bull fighting .And 
I don’t think Edison invented the 
electric light in THIS Menlo. And 
if you’re driving north from Santa 
Cruz to visit Stanford, you can’t go 
around by Carmel... that is, not 
before dinner. 

We seem to know a lot about the 
gold rush ... after all, gold is pretty 
tangible stuff. And about some of 
the missions, although we’d hate t 
pass a test on them. But many of 
the other glamorous aspects of 
California’s past seem to have been 
neglected ... at least by the casual 
reader and listener. Some of the 
newcomers are better informed 
than long time residents. The na- 
tives are most eloquent about that 
1906 unpleasantness. 

BOOKS, BOOKS . 

Surely no state has ever had more 
books written about jit, books old 
and new, of all kinds and degrees of 
difficulty, and for all ages. Even with 
pictures, for the illustrated maga- 
zine addict who knows only captions. 
And during the centennial, there 
has been a rash of new titles, fine 
library and bookstore displays, ex- 
cellent radio stories.

LOOKING BACKWARD 


University Was High Point 
In Sen. Stanford’s Career 


This is the twentieth of qa series 
of articles dealing with history of 
the Menlo Park area. 


It’s difficult to realize, today, 50 
years ago the area between Menlo 
Park and what is now South Palo 
Alto was largely uninhabited. 

The city of Palo Alto had not 
come into existence. 

To the west, near the Stanford 
farm, ground had been broken for 
Stanford university in 1887. The now 
world-famous institution was opened 
to students in October, 1891—a mon- 
ument Senator and Mrs. Stanford 


erected to the memory of their son,|_ 


Leland Jr., who died on March 13, 
1884, at the age of 16, in Florence, 
Italy. 

The founding of the university, al- 
though based on a personal trag- 
edy, was the highlight of Stanford’s 
career—a career which was distinct- 
ly a “gold rush” phenomenon. 

A native of Albany, New York, 
the elder Stanford and his three 
brothers came to California in 
1852. 

The family did not go ‘‘to the dig- 
gin’s,” however, but began amass- 
ing a fortune as merchandisers in 
Sacramento and Michigan Bluff— 
the latter a mother lode town in 
which the Stanfords’ store still 
stands. 

During the next eight years the 
family became wealthy and well- 
known, and in 1860 Stanford was 
elected governor of California, in 
which capacity he served during the 
politically turbulent first four years 
of the civil war. 

Declining renomination for that 
office, Stanford combined his en- 
ergies with those of the other mem- 
bers of the “Big Four” and during 

several years following was almost 
wholly occupied with the vast enter- 
prise of spanning the continent with 
rails. 

Major work on the railroad was 
completed with the driving of the 
goden spike at Promontory point, 
Utah, May 10, 1869. 

In the years that followed Stan- 
ford “settled down” in his mansion 
en Nob hilt in San Francisco and 
began acquiring land for his stock 
farm—the present Stanford camp- 
us. 

Death of the son while on a Eu- 
ropean tour was followed in 1886 by 
the founding of the University. 
Stanford had since become a United 
States Senator, an office which he 
held. form 1885 until his own death 
in 1893. 

Ground for the university was 
broken in March 1887; the corner- 
stone was laid May 14 of that same 
year. 


The project aroused interest 
throughout the United States as a 
result of the vast size of the project, 
the wealth of the founder and the 
prominent place which he contin- 
ued to occupy in the nation’s public 
life. 

The new university was, therefore, 
the subject of considerable discus- 
sion, One New York newspaper, the 
Mail and Express, took editorial 
notice of the project in order to 
opine: 

“There is about as much need 
for a new university in California
